Iy ? To tonclude, if Terentia couet to loue, there is none ſo 
t to loue within the Romane Empire as Lentulus. UW here⸗ 
as Terentia is but the daughter of a meane tnatoz her dow- 
rie cannot he much loꝛ that her fathers wealth is not great: 
Beautifull ſhe is, ſo are many in Rome, who are of me a⸗ 
ner parextage, Per gloztes are but foztunes pelle that flozith 
inthe mozning , $ide befoze- night.

But Tully, who betweene friendſhip and loue felt a furious 
combat, allured with the beautious perfection of Terencia, 


Lentulus ſceing his Tully thus diftreſt, grteued at his friends 
miſfoztune , and cheered pp himſelf, that he might ſomwhat 
comfozt his Cicero, that newly was croſſed with a diſtem- 
pered ſicknes, Ye ſought by Phyſicke to ſearch out the na- 
ture ofthe diſeaſe : but Aſclapo could not deeme the cauſe by 
the effects : heſoucht by tntreattes to wzeſt out the occaſion 
of ſo ſodaine a ſozrow, but in vaine. Tully was too ſeeret 
and ſilent to make any ſhew of his loues, though he bought 
ſuch ſecreſic wilh death. This grieued Lentulus, who feeling 


him ſelfs euerp day fo amead, perteiued that Cicero daily

laue Tully. This (Romans is the cauſeof this mutiny , to 


ſuppzeſſe which let Tully die: foz he had rather pacifie this 
ftrife by death, then (ec the meaneſt Roman fall on the [wozd. 
The common people at this to murmure , pleaſed 
with the plauſible Dzatton of Tully, which one of the Sena; 


tons ſeeing ſtood bp andſaid thus: Terencia, Cicero hath 


ſhewed reaſons why thou ſhoulveft loue Lentulus and Fabi- 
vs, but what reaſon canft thou infer to loue ſo meane a man 


as Tully : Terentia bluſhing made this anſwere : Befoze lo 


honourable an audtence, as theſe graue Denato2s, and woz- 
thy Romane Citizens, womens reaſons would ſeeme no 
reaſons eſpectally in loue, which is without reaſon ; there- 
foe J onelp pecld this reaſon, J loue Cicero, not able to ra- 
tifie mp affection with any ffrong reaſon, becauſe loue is not 
circumſcript within reaſons limits: but fit plcaſe the Se- 
nate to pacifie the mutinte , let Terentia leaue to liue, be- 
cauſe ſhe cannot leaue to loue, and onely to loue Cicero. t 
this ſhe wept, and ſtained her face with ſuch a pleaſing ver- 
milion die, that the people ſhouted, None but Cicero. her 
vpon beſoze the Menate, Tully and Terencia were betrothed, 
L entulus and Fabius made friends, and the one named 
Lentulus as the Annales made mention, mer· 
ried to Flauia, and Fabius wedded to 
the wozthp Cornelia.
